It Is Said Duchess of Aosta Has W ith­ 


drawn Her Objections— Miss Elkin* 


to Join Catholic Church. 


Paris, Sept. 6.—The date for the 
wedding of Miss Katherine Likins and 
the Duke of the Abruzzi has been fixed 
for the latter part ot February of next 
year, according lo reports iii circula­ 
tion here which seem to be absolutely 
reliable 
It is stated that the date was decid­ 
ed upon atter a consultation between 
the prospective bridegroom and UH 
brother, (he Duke ot Aosta The meet­ 
ing took pi n e at Venn e on Aug 
2 
and was carefully kept from the pub 
Ile until now. 
There 
Is 
every reason to believe 
that the Duchess of Aosta, who from 
the very fiist has strenuously opposed 
the match, has at last withdrawn her 
opposition and has abandoned her pro 
posed second trip to Africa, which was 
planned with the Idea of avoiding be- 
ing present at the wedding. 
Within ten days the Duke of the 
Abruzzi will pay a visit to the Likins 
family in Paris, and at that time ar­ 
rangements will be made for the pre­ 
sentation of the senator’s family to the 
Italian royal household. 
In order to 
avoid newspaper publicity as much as 
possible, the presentation will take 
place at some obscure town in Italy, 
and the date will be kept a secret un­ 
til after the ceremonies. 
It is understood 
that before her 
marriage Miss Likins will have con­ 
ferred upon her the title of Countess 
of Teramo, in honor of one of the 
largest towns in the Abruzzi district. 
The statement is made at the same 
time that Miss Likins will become a 
member of the Roman Catholic church, 
and that already plans for her instruc­ 
tion in that faith have been made Her 
religious instructor will be Mgr. Rec- 
carl. the royal chaplain, who will be 
the young woman’s chief preceptor. 
The financial arrangements which 
go with the marriage have been at­ 
tended to aud it is announced that the 
matter bas been satisfactorily settled 
so far as both parties are concerned. 
The marriage portion will be $5,000.- 
000, which is considered extraordinary 
in amount here in view of the rank 
of the prospective bridegroom aud the 
wealth of Senator Likins. 
All of the arrangements thus far 
made have been the result of negotla 
tlons between Lieutenant Marquis Ne* 
grotto de Cambia**), as the representa 
tive of his personal friend, the Duke 
of the Abruzzi, and Senator Likins 
himself or some agent acting for hint 
with full power to sign any agreement 
arrived at. 
While It has been impossible thus 
far to get an official confirmation of 
all this Paris Is firmly convinced that 
the wedding is to take place as state! 
and that all the details have been 
worked out and agreed to by all par­ 
ties concerned.

My l>est results have come on the corn 
In my estimation It la much better 
than any complete fertlllxer coating 
$24 to $30 a iou. provided It la kept 
dry bv being mixed, as made, with 
muck or other go**d absorber."—Fred 
Grundy.
